Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hill et al. 
('Hiir hereinafter) US 5,796,944. 

Claim 1 . Hill discloses switches 10 comprising multiple ports 14, 18 etc., (col. 4, 
lines 3-23, see figure 1 ) having access to lookup tables (AMA memory 36). These 
lookup tables are populated with entries based on used (see col. 22, lines 8-15). 

Claim 2 . The network switching device have search engines having pair of search 
circuits coupled to the input interface (see col. 2, lines 5-1 1 , also, figure 17). 



Claim 3 . AMA Memory 32' (figure 15) has tables containing source and destination 
addresses. AMA 32' monitors the access frequency of address stored in the cache 630.
